at Memphis. Teiin., Business Manager Sliands .Morgan sent u> the 
fid lowing wire: 

“OUR CONVENTION COMMITTEE REQUEST THAT 
THE CONVENTION BE MOVED TO SOME OTHER CITY 
SINCE THE MEMPHIS HOTELS WILL NOT GUARAN- 
TEE SUFFICIENT ROOMS TO US. WE BELIEVE THE 
MOVING OF THE CONVENTION ELSEWHERE WILL 
BE TO THE BEST INTEREST OF THE BROTHER! HM ID 
AND REGRET THAT THE SIZE OF THE CONVENTION 
_ IS BEYOND OUR FACILITIES,”

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Bringing Electricity to the Farm 


The Rural Electrification 
A d ministration Estimates 
That 61% of the Country's 
Farms are Electrified, as 
Against 11% in 1935 

**Tonijyht / cent see again, after 
thn* months of groping in the dark. 
About thru months ago, we moved 
tutu a house with no electricity, after 
having used it practically all our 
lives, We were told it would be at 
least GO dugs before we could get our 
house wired and hooked on, 

**TI\m followed 30 dugs of no radio , 
no toaster, no mixer, no washer, no 
iron , 7)0 range— no electricity. We 
used kerosene lamps, a th rcc -burner 
oil Hfowr with no oven* Today » glory 
he f the men came and wired the house 
and connected it before dark. Only 
one who has had the same experience 
can know how wonderful it seems to 
turn on the radio and ait near the 
floor to sew ** — Letter from a 

Sullivan County (Mo.) housewife to 
the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion. 

N OW IN ITS 14th year of en- 
couraging rural electrification 
by making loans to finance electric 
service, the BEA recently quoted 
the above letter in one of its re- 
purls as a H dramatic example' 1 of 
what the coming of electricity to 
an American farm means. 

Wlieu t he HE A program got un- 
der way in 1936, approximately 11 
per cent of t lie nation’s farms were 
receiving electric service, Last 
July, REA estimated that 01 per 
rent of the farms were electrified. 
More than half of these are con- 
nected to BEA-fiuaiteed lines. 
“The remainder/’ observes an 
REA publicity release, “are on 
lines of other agencies which have 
been roused to greater rural elec- 
trification activity by the BEA 
program/’ 

Big Job Be mains 

The agency estimates that 2, 280,- 
000 farms still are unrioetrifiod, 
many of which are in isolated 
areas, or in areas of relatively low 
farm income. Because of tbit 
BEA says that the toughest part 
of the rural electrification job lies 
ahead. Since Congress annually 


fixes the amount of funds HE A 
may lend in each fiscal year, the 
agency is susceptible to that body’s 
political temper, 

HE A operates no electric facili- 
ties and makes no grants. The 
loans, bearing 2 per cent interest 
and repayable over a maximum of 
35 years, are made on a self- lit] uU 
dating basis and arc sufficient to 
cover tlie cost of constructing lines 
and other electric facilities. 

Loans to Go ops 

The great majority of BEA loans 
are made to cooperatives. I’p ft* 
January 31, 1948, REA had ap- 
proved $1,211,251,340 in loans to 
1,031 borrowers, including 949 co- 
operatives, 41 public power dis- 
tricts, 20 other public bodies, and 
21 commercial power companies. 
Some 911 of these borrowers hud 
rural electric facilities in opera- 
tion. The facilities included 609,1 17 
miles of lines serving more than 
2.066,665 farms and other rural 


tif 1ft states, Alaska and the Virgin 
Islands. 

Of the total loans approved by 
RE A, nearly 9R per vent have been 
for electric distribution facilities. 
Only a little more than 5 per cent 
have been for generating plants 
and « little less than 5 per cent for 
transmission lines. BEA makes 
generation and transmission loans 
only when borrowers are unable to 
obtain an adequate 1 supply of 
power or to purchase power at 
reasonable wholesale rates. About 
1 per cent of the total loans ap- 
proved have been for the installa- 
tion Of wiring, plumbing, ami elec- 
trical equipment on consumers’ 
premises. 

Only One Foreclosure 

Approximately 75 per cent of 
the consumers on RE A- fin a need 
lines are farms. The rest are non- 
farm rural homes, schools, churches, 
stores and other rural establish- 
ments. including such rural indus- 
tries as grain elevators, creameries,

err repair shops. 

At l he end of 11)47, REA bor- 
rowers hail paid $158,872,383 in 
principal and interest on their gov- 
ernment loans, which totaled $835,- 
bB6 f 5(i;j. Only $949,228 was more 
than 3(J days overdue. Only one 
foreclosure has been necessary. 

Rural electric cooperatives have 
proved the most effective instru- 
ment far carrying out the REA 
program because of their advan- 
tages as a method of making rva- 
soiiable-eost electric service avail- 
able to farmers in thinly-settled 
rural areas. These advantages in- 
clude : 

1- R RA-f i n aneei 1 e o o p e r a t i v e s 
operate on a non-profit basis. This 
enables them to provide electric 
service at cost to their members. 

2. Directors of RE A- financed co- 
operatives are elected because of 
their known interest in making 
electric service available to rural 
people at reasonable rates. They 
serve without compensation and 
keep operating expense at the low- 
est possible level consistent with 
good service. 

Read Own Meters 

3. Members of REA-finaiieed co- 
operative* also are interested in 
electric service at reasonable cost. 
They help reduce operating ex- 
pense by voluntarily reporting po- 
tential causes of service interrup- 
tions such as tree limbs touching 
Hie lines. Most of them read their 
own meters and many make out 
their own bills. 

4. Previous experience of fann- 
ers with other types of cooperatives 
helps them to organize and operate 
rural electric cooperatives on a 
sound basis with a minimum of 
effort and expense. 

REA-financed cooperatives ami 
other REA borrowers build lines to 
serve leas densely settled sections 
along with those of greater popula- 
tion. This is known as “area 
coverage” and enables REA bor- 
rowers to extend electric service to 
all persons in given rural areas at 
reaso n able r tfra 1 rat m , 

Area coverage has become in- 
creasingly important as the nation 
starts oil the last part of its rural 
electrification job, A substantial 


number of more isolated iiiiclectri- 
fied farms can be reached only 
through area coverage* Others are 
in so-called V pocketed * ’ areas 
which can be reached only by ex- 
tensions from existing systems, or 
which are remote from any estab- 
lished source of power, 

REA and its borrowers encour- 
age farmers to use electrical devices 
to increase farm income ami pro- 
duction, In recent years, the ex- 
perience of farms on RE A -financed 
lines has shown that electrical farm 
equipment is an economic neces- 
sity that can more than pay its own 
way. Electric power now plays an 
increasingly important part in

farm production and processing, 
and a variety of new electrical 
farm equipment is being developed* 

REA’g staff numbers about 925 
persons, of whom 680 are employed 
in Washington and 245 in the field. 
There arc four “line” divisions 
that wor k with bar rc i we r$. 

Assistance to Borrowers 

The Applications and Loans Di- 
vision assists borrowers with the 
preparation of their applications 
for loans, studies all applications, 
and recommends for approval those 
which arc found to be feasible. It 
is also responsible for assistance to 
borrowers in connection with 
boundary studies, area coverage 
surveys and other planning activi- 
ties essential if a co-op is to extend 
service to every potential consumer 
in its service area. This division 
also encourages borrowers to un- 
dertake programs of wiring, light- 
ing and power nse education, with 
the aim of helping rural people to 
get maximum benefit from their 
electric service. 

The Engineering Division is re- 
sponsible for all REA activities 
relating to engineering advice and 
assistance to borrowers in the de- 
sign, construction and technical 
operation of rural electric systems. 
It is tliis division which approves 
the preliminary plans and specifi- 
cations for a line construction job

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Valuable Records Received at I.O. 


.1 rch it'i’s Material Bro ugh f 
Fro m St. I, on is C o in fi rises 
A Notable Addition to the 
Collection That Tells of 
Founding and Growth of 
Our Organization

T AST MONTH the Journal carried 
JLi a brief report on the growth of the 
L B. ID. W. archives material. Since 
that time the collection received a 
wonderful boost when Loo J. Hennes- 
sey. financial secretary of L. If. No. 1, 
St, Louis, visited the International 
Office, bringing with him a a intense 
full of Interesting old material, in- 
valuable to the Brotherhood because it 
is ' truly part of our history in the 
making. 

We are most grateful to Brother 
Hennessey and Brother Morry New- 
man and the others in St, Louis who 
have preserved these precious records 
for us. We shall be proud to exhibit 
them here at the t. O. and we know 
our members will likewise lie proud to 
see them on their visits here. 

Cover Early Period 
Part of Brother Hennessey's val li- 
able collection was a set of our first 
Journals from January 1803 through 
December 1898, It is most interesting 
to skim through the pages of these 
and to note particularly the press sec- 
retaries' letters of more than five 
decades ago, A reader cannot help 
but feel that the quality of these let- 
ters written by local union press sec- 
retaries over a period of half a cen- 
tury is a real tribute to the intelli- 
gence and ability of the men who 
belong to our organisation. The cor- 
respondence lection of our magazine 
has been consistently good for more 
than 50 years. Then, m now, our 
press secretaries had ideas to contrib- 
ute, they had something to say, and 
they said it well. This is a record we 
may all be proud of. 

In later issues of the Journal we 
will bring you excerpts from those 
first " Workers" for we feel sure much 
of this material would make interest- 
ing reading for all our members. 

In those early editions there was a 
page culled "Electrical Novelties" 
which told of new inventions in the 
electrical field, in very much the some 
manner as does the current section in 
our Journal of today entitled "New 
Electrical Products." 

One of the "novelties" described in 
the Issue of January, 1893, was an 
electrical stamping machine which 


was being adopted in post offices to 
eliminate hand cancelling. 

Another of these "novelties" de- 
scribed in the January 1804 edition 
was entitled "Electricity in Photog- 
raphy" and reads as follows: 

"f>ne of the ‘electric wonders* of last 
year was a series of views of men and 
animals in motion, A number of pho- 
tographs that had been taken in rapid 
succession were presented to the eye 
with great rapidity by the action of 
an electrical attachment and the re- 
sult was that the figures took on the 
appearance of life. Animals could be 
seers walking or running and men ex- 
hibited the characteristic motions of 
fencing, boxing and many other exer- 
cises. The quickness necessary for 


preparing the rhythmic succession of 
pictures was made possible by elec- 
tricity," 

Another "sign of the times" note 
that appeared in the JOURNAL in 
August 18116 was entitled "Horseless 
Carriages" and reads: 

"The United States Consul at Havre 
lias made a report to the Secretary of 
State on the subject of horseless car- 
riages in which he tells of the recent 
competition in France between car- 
riages of various kinds of motors 
other than horses. The course pre- 
scribed was from Paris to Bordeaux 
and return, a distance of about 740 
miles, and vehicles which consumed 
mure than 1(H) hours on the road to be

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A RECENT editorial in the staid 
but jovial London Times dis- 
cussed at some length the term 
“ man- lion r, ” ea fling if a k * horrible 
abstraction,” After a number of 
frivolous words on “mati-hotir” 
(among which were, 44 The r U«-t ion- 
ary cities not define it, and anyone 
who attempts to do so can see in 
a Hash how wise the iliHinnury 
is”) the author of this amusing 
piece eame out with Hie fairly sen- 
sible idea Chat a better term for 
the concept which “man-hour” 
wishes to convey would be “pay- 
hour.” 

To spite of this conservative 
abuse, we believe that (lie phrase 
“output per man-hour” will eome 
In mean more In you as each year 
goes by. These words do not sig- 
nify anything now, nor are they 
likely at first to arouse interest iu 


the average person, [tut “limn* 
hours” and the subject- to which 
they relate productivity are 
matters of deep concern all around 
the world 

Our standard of living is largely 
dependent upon the “num-linurs” 
devoted to production, and an in- 
crease in the general living stand- 
ards is likewise dependent upon 
an increasing “output per man- 
hour.” 

A few months ago the Labor l)e- 
partment s Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tist ies published a short report on 
productivity in the privately- 
owned electric light and power in- 
dustry. This report deals in “man- 
hours,” “output per production 
worker,” and “unit labor costs,” 
among cither abslraet concept*, ami 
if you are an electrical utility

worker, in an indirect way, the 
report was talking about you. 

Well, how is tlie record on “out- 
put per maiirhimr” and “unit la- 
bor costs” in the electrical Indus 
try! As a matter of fact, t hi" 
record is an exceptional one : the 
cost per worker to produce elec- 
tricity has declined since 1930. hi 
this respect, the electric light and 
power utility field is almost unique 
among other major industries. 

One immediately questions why 
the utility industry has made Hindi 
an unusual advances Who is re- 
sponsible, arid what does tins re- 
port mean? It means many things, 
because “ output per man-hour” is 
the result of all the factors in- 
volved in an industrial enterprise. 

The Bureau of Labor St^lt^sties , 
study gives statistics on 30 years 
of electrical production, but for 
this discussion we will confine our- 
selves to the last Id years. Since 
1937 the amount of energy pro- 
duced has increased 94.7 per cent, 
or in lit tier words, almost twice as 
much electricity has been made 
available to the public for commer- 
cial, domestic and industrial use. 
The increases occurred chiefly in 
1911, 1043, and 1917. 

It is this remarkable growth in 
the production of electricity that 
is largely responsible for the de- 
cline in the “unit labor cost.” for 
the number of workers in tins in- 
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duatry since I hm risen only 
3.4 per cent* The demands for 
war production between 1M9 and 
11144 kept the cln'lrieiil generating 
equipment operating at “near peak 
capacity. 11 This full utilization 
of our generating installations re- 
quired the work of few more men, 
both in terms of personnel or hours 
of overtime, but it increased the 
revenues from the sales of energy 
to a very great extent. 

Thus, “man-hours" consumed to 
generate elect rieity have gone up 
since 1937 only H.U per cent, while 
“output per production worker" 
has increased w5.5 per cent, and 
* ‘output per man-hour" is 77.0 per 
cent higher than it was 1(1 years 
ago. 

Pay Roll Increase 

The point we wish to emphasize 
again is, that in the electric light 
and power industry, at least, the 
extent to which the equipment Is 
fully utilized, 1ms the greatest 
bearing on the “unit labor cost," 
or, to express it another way, the 
cost of producing electricity. In 
this connection, pay rolls in the 
industry have increased 74.5 per 
cent in the last 10 years. Since the 
increase in personnel hi the utili- 
ties has been negligible, this means 
that the workers* salaries have 
gone up to some extent in propor- 
tion to the increase in the genera- 
tion of electricity, the di (Terence 
being about 20 per cent. On the 
other hand, consumer prices for 
electricity have declined slightly — 
between August, 1939, and Oc- 
tober, 1947, 10,9 per cent. 

8o in spite of substantial wage 
i n c r eases — wo n, i net d e ntal 1 y * 


largely by L ii, £ \\\ organization 
and continued contract negotia- 
tions — and n decrease in the rates 
of electricity to the consumer, the 
cost to produce each kilowatt has 
declined between 1937 and 1947 
by 13,6 per cent* 

77 Per Cent Increase 

We can see, therefore, that the 
utility workers have become more 
efficient from the standpoint of 
making their time count fur more 
in terms of electricity generated. 
The “output per man-hour" has 
increased 77 per cent 

Other reasons for the increased 
efficiency in the industry are at- 
tributed by the HLS to “power- 
pooling agreements," or arrange- 
ments between different generating 
plants to assist one another when 
the demands on t heir production 
capacities are not equally great ; 
and “the wide adoption of bi- 
monthly meter- rea ding," or re- 
ducing the number of hours con- 
sumed at meter- reading. Addi- 
tional factors are mentioned which 
have contributed likewise to the 
reduction of costs in the generation 
of electricity, but these three 
changes have been largely responsi- 
ble. 

From this we can understand the 
importance to one industry of a 
‘ * full-employment ’ 1 economy. The 
war was the major stimulus to the 
marked improvement in the effi- 
ciency of the industry, but this 
trend has continued through 1947. 
and it can probably be maintained, 
to some extent, if our industrialists 
are willing to keep our economic 
system in good health.

L. U* Casper* Wyo. 
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Sign That Catches the Eye in Times Square 


Erection of “the world's largest 
spectacular sign” — the Bond Clothes 
illuminated sign in Times Square— 
was a job recently completed by mem- 
bers of Local Union 3. 

The sign, 75 feet high and extending 
from Forty- fourth to Forty-fifth 
Streets on Broadway, cost $300,000. 
One of its must spectacular features 
is the 132-foot- wide waterfall. More 
than a million gallons of water pour 
ovcu* the 2 7- foot-high back -drop of the 
falls every hour. Twenty-three 10- 
h.p, electric pumps, each capable oi * 
handling 800 gallons of water per 
minute, keep the same water In cir- 
culation from a 10,000-gallun tank at 
the base of the falls. The pumps are 
specially constructed, sealed against 
the elements and are guaranteed to 
operate for six years without service* 
In line with New York City's water 
conservation program, the pumping 
mechanism utilizes rain water and 
waste water from the store's air con- 
ditioning system. 

Control equipment for the gigantic 
sign is housed in a bungalow on the 
store roof. Approximately 1,000,000 
watts are used in the operation of 
the sign, which has 21,500 bulbs, 

1 4,000 feet of neon tubing, 270 trans- 
formers, 270 branch circuits, 650,000 
feet (120 miles) of wire, and 10,000 
feet of high tension cable. 

The male and female figures flank- 
ing the waterfall are 53 feet and 50 
feet high, respectively. The sculptors, 
using smaller scale figures as models, 
applied a cement material to the hoi*

low skeleton frames made of moulded 
expanded steel. This material, made 
of crushed lava, has the strength of 
cast stone hut weighs only about one- 
tenth as much as regular stone aggre- 
gate. 

According to the clothing firm, the 
male figure represents a “perfect size 
40-long and the female figure

Controlling the Deluge 

Rampaging floods in the Pacific Northwest point 
once again to the fact that thin nation lacks an over-all 
policy 4 »ij Hood control. 

In the Mississippi River Basin and in the Tennessee 
Valley projects have hern conceived and carried out 
which defrionstrate that (loads can be controlled, pre- 
venting tin* loss of millions of dollars worth of crops 
and ravishment of the land. But the present Congress 
shows no itieUtmtimi to give an ear to the President; V 
proposals that a Missouri Valley Authority and a 
Columbia Valley Authority, simitar to the TV A, In? 
established* The Congress, indeed, has shown a dis- 
position to whittle away at the TV A, which has shown 
that it can control floods and at the same time produce 
power* 

The sum voted the Army engineers for flood control 
during the next fiscal year is approximately $708,000*- 
OlKl. This amount, appro veil by the Senate, is about 
$200,000,000 more than a Republican bloc sought to 
approve, but $29,000,000 less than was recommended 
in the President’s budget as rock-bottom. 

Tin* most important problem facing the hitman race 
is not atomic energy or war, but food. Our persistent 
destruction of the natural resources which permit, us 
all to live plus the fact that we allow" nature to destroy 
resources that it is within our power to save, both spell 
disaster for civilization — if not in our time, then in 
our children's* Control of the floods which periodi- 
cally cause disastrous and irreplaceable loss to our 
resources must be given a high priority among govern- 
ment ex pen d i tu res , 


The Job of the REA 

Elsewhere in these pages is a story on the Rural 
Elect ri heat ion Administration and the progress it has 
made to date in bringing electricity to rural America, 
There can be no doubt but that, the establishment of 
REA during the first Roosevelt Administration was a 
wise and far-sighted move, one that has brought prog- 
ress to the farms in giant strides, and relieved an 
untold number of farmers of a huge amount of back- 
breaking work. 

The electrification of rural America is not only 
ini por taut to the farmers. It is just as important to 
workers in the towns and cities, because farms will 
have to he wired by electricians, and farm equipment 
is going to be made by factory workers out of raw ma- 


terials mined and processed by thousands of other 
workers. In short, the electrification of rural America 
creates a market of several billions of dollars tor wir- 
ing, plumbing, and for all kinds of electrical equip- 
ment, The REA thus becomes of much more signifi- 
cance than a mere lending and counseling agency. 
Indirectly, it means further industrial expansion for 
the cities. 

44 When rural areas become electrified, new factories 
open, seasonal jobs develop/ 1 an REA pamphlet 
observes. 11 Everything in modernized — more goods 
are sold to people who want more attractive homes 
and farms to keep in step with their new tools of farm- 
ing and living. Our cities for years have had electric 
power in abundance. They have made sweeping tech- 
nological advances* Our rural areas have lagged 
behind. There is no reason for the lag. once the steps 
ahead van lie taken.*' 


Law Urea her 

It is a well-known fact that the Eightieth Congress 
has, to use a popular term, given organized labor a 
“hard time/' And it lias been quick to criticize and 
condemn the slightest infraction of its laws by labor. 
But it seems that Congress, which makes the laws, 
is pretty adept at breaking them. 

Bast year Congress passed the Congressional Reor- 
ganization Act, the purpose of which was to stream- 
line Congressional operation. It so happens that to 
date, the Eightieth Congress has violated this Act 
IS limes by including substantive legislation in ap- 
propriation bills. Reports on elections have been 
tardy. Congressional witnesses have not all been 
required to file written statements previous to ap- 
pearance before committees. Some hearings have 
been closed to the public. Funds to provide for 
analysis of expend it tires of Congress have not been 
made. All of these are violations of the law that 
( 4 oti grass enacted. 

One would think perhaps that by cutting corners, 
Congress could accomplish more, but it seems Con- 
gress just couldn't get around to a decent housing 
program, to raising the minimum wage or to civil 
rights legislation. But far be it from anyone to think 
this was not an active Congress. It took strong, 
disciplined action to change the import duty on fire 
hose, authorize a special stamp in honor of the founder 
of the Girl Scouts, to change the law governing 
barbers in Washington and to arrange for the dis- 
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pomil of surplus smut ;it Fort Story, Virginia.

Whim n speaker conies forward, then, ami talks 
calmly, irmperately and optimistically about the UN, 
alb a a 1 n give him an attentive ear* Despite t heir fears* 
they wish him well and want to believe him, knowing 
that the destruction of UN might well result in the

Hurlt u speaker recently addressed l he Internat tonal 
Labor Ponfereneo in San Francisco. David (1. Jv 
Uwen, Assistant Secretary-13 cue ral of the UN, toll! 
his audience: 

*‘11 (the United Nations) is at the present time 
grappling simultaneously with as many grave politi- 
cal problems as did the League <ff Nations over the 
whole period of its history- -and no one who has any 
conception of the obstinauey and complexity of these 
issues would not agree that a surprising measure of 
success is in many cases being Achieved. 1 1 He added 
that it was not surprising Unit many iff the high hopes 
expressed in San Francisco three years before when 
the United Nations charier was signed had given pbiee 
to "h-sx optimistic expectations." Hut he suggested 
tlmt the change of nmod was “ healthy. fur it is based 
on it more realistic assessment of mir tasks* * * 

Mr, Owen's statement is well taken and, after lis- 
tening in the prophets of doom, more Hum a grain of 
comfort can he taken front it. While the picture he 
presented was in no sense rosy, it did serve to remind 
Ins audience that the world was more than a little 
naive in expecting, three years ago, that UN would 
immediately become a magic wain l for settling all In- 
terimtumal problems. 

There arc many "ifs" that have to be realized 
before UN cun become the international body that the 
whole world hopes it will heroine, and perhaps the big 
gest of these “ifs" is contained in the following sen- 
tenet'. Tile UN will become a successful body for the 
settlement iff international problems if the nations 
which comprise it will sarrifire part of their sov- 
ereignty, and permit the UN to become a policy- 
making group instead of a mere sounding board for 
nut ioualistic propaganda. 


Labor and the "Voice ' 

Heeunse of sonic unfortunate hrimdr-asts that 
iifTrouleri the dignity of cerium state* of the Union, 


fhe “Voice of America" is being overhauled and its 
future programs probably will attempt to keep every- 
one happy. Despite criticism from some Congressional 
quarters, the general coneetums is that the "Voice" 
has a job to do in selling America overseas and that 
the job can be done if the right programs arc broad- 
cast. The question sceuis to be : What type of program 
is right! Outside of universal agreement that the 
kernel of all such broadcasts should be a completely 
unbiased and objective presentation iff the news, there 
is a whole realm of thought ns to what should com- 
prise the entertainment features to he broadcast. 

In their attempts to portray life in America as it is, 
the producers of the ** Voice" do not lack biaterial. 
Theirs is a problem of selectivity. And in being selec- 
tive, there is no reason why they should cons intently 
evade the subjects on which differences of opinion 
exist. Tlie net effect of tlm “Voice" programs should 
he tu leave the overseas listener with the idea t hat here 
is a vast, diversified country which, in spite of some 
failings, remains a great Fortress of the democratic 
freedoms. 

In the history of the American labor movement* 
surely* lies a ready-made story for an interesting pro 
gram. An enlightened labor movement is one of 
democracy's bulwarks* and its role in America is one 
That might be profitably portrayed to overseas lis- 
teners, especially to those living behind the "iron cur- 
tain." We give the idea to the producers of the 
"Voice."

Mechanical ’’hands/' which in 
dangerous radioactive areas can 
perform delicate chemical experi- 
ments, operate machine tools, and 
do countless other tasks requiring 
great dexterity, were demonstrated 
in New York recently.

Invisible Receivers 

A new device bringing sound to 
both ears and improving the hearing 
of many deaf persons unaided b}* 
standard hearing instruments has been 
introduced by the Maico Co., Inc., 
Minneapolis, Minn.

Distortion of sound due to high am- 
plification is all but eliminated, say 
company officials. In most cases tested 
at the Maico laboratories it was found 
that less power or amplification of the 
heaidng aid transmitter was required 
for two-ear hearing. 

Research shows that the best re- 
sults of tins type of hearing aid are 
achieved in cases in which hearing 
losses do not differ too much between 
ears. Top improvement is shown by 
persons whose hearing loss in one ear 
is not more than ten times greater 
than that in the other — GO per cent 
of all cases. 

The strain of listening adds to the 
difficulty of understanding. Tests in- 
dicate that between 10 to 20 per cent 
less effort is required for two-ear 
rather than one-ear hearing.

lion Exposition at Hotel Pennsylvania 
by the General Electric Research Lab- 
oratory and the Atomic Energy Com* 
mission. It was developed by John 
Payne, of the laboratory’s Atomic 
Power Division, which operates the 
Kind Is Atomic Power Laboratory at 
Schenectady for the Commission. 

Following a visit to the Commis- 
sion’s Hanford Works, in the state of 
Washington, also operated by Gen- 
eral Electric, Mr* Payne said he was 
impressed with methods used for long- 
di stance manipulation of special tools. 
Shortly after this* he happened to sec 
the feats performed with artificial 
hands by a World War 11 amputee. 
It occurred to Mr. Payne that similar 
devices might be used in an all-pur- 
pose manipulator* 

Like Amputee’s Hooks 

The actual “hands” are similar to 
the double hooks used by amputees. 
They are at the lower ends of two arms 
which descend vertically from two 
horizontal shafts eight feet high across 
the top of the wall. Vertical arms come 
down from these at the other ends, 
and carry at the bottoms the handles 
with which the operator controls the 
device. He is seated and views his 
mechanical hands, eight feet away, 
with the aid of binoculars and a four- 
mi mi r periscope which looks over the 
wall. His feet are on pedals which 
control the grasping action of the 
“hands*" 

The general motion of the hooks 
corresponds to that given the handles, 
as they are moved up or down, for- 
wards or backwards, or from side to 
side. In addition the ha miles can be 
turned around three axes, by wrist 
movement, and this causes the hooks 
to do likewise* While most of the con- 
nect inns tatween handles and hooks 
are mechanical, the twisting of the 
wrists is accomplished electrically* 
This permits the artificial hands to do 
something real ones cannot. They can 
be twisted around completely, any 
number of times, which fa particu- 
larly useful, when Unscrewing a nut* 

U Is also possible, from behind the 
wall, to change “hands*” A large one 
can be used for heavy jobs. If the 
task requires a more delicate touch, 
the hand can be lowered into a holder 
and removed. Then the arm is moved 
to pick up and attach a smaller hand* 
Another is provided, instead of hooks, 
with a pair of snips for cutting sheet 
metal* 

In describing the manipulator, Mr* 
Payne pointed out that he made every 
effort to have the motions as natural 
as possible* Even without practice, it 
is not difficult to do a simple task, such 
as removing the stopper from a bottle

Recently the first mass graduation 
of apprentices in the United States 
was held in tile Oakland, Calif,, audi- 
torium, The event was a huge suc- 
cess, having an attendance of approx- 
imately 5,000 people. 

Local Union 5U5 feels very proud of 
the fact that out of the 030 graduating 
apprentices 25 wore members of Local 
595, representing the third largest 
group nut of the 41 crafts involved* 
Cooperating in the nut urn's first mass 
grad ua turn of apprentices were labor 
and management representatives of 
51 Joint Apprenticeship Committees 
which voluntarily direct the training 
of 4,500 apprentices in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties. 

Labor and management together 
honored the apprentices. Mr. Floyd 
V> Snodgrass, general chairman of the 
Joint Apprenticeship Committee, rep- 
resented management, and our own 
Mr. J. R. Kurt, assistant business rep- 
resentative of Local 595, was ap- 
pointed general secretary, represent- 
ing labor. 

Navy Official Speaks 

Among the speakers of the evening 
were Mark E. Andrews, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Andrews 
delivered an interesting address on 
"Operation Team Work/* and dis- 
cussed the teamwork which lay behind 
victory and the importance of team- 
work during time of war among 
and within labor, industry, agricul- 
ture and the Government Army- Navy-

Mr. Ford M, Timing, president of 
the United Employers, representing 
management, started hb talk with the 
comment that he was truly amazed at 
the large gathering to witness the 
graduation ceremonies, and that be 
only anticipated a small gathering, 
and to see the tremendous turnout and 
unbiundfd interest gave him a per- 
sonal thrill. He stated everyone con- 
nected with the program sir mid cer- 
tainly^ be congratulated.

Haggerty Talks

here tonight, the largest in the state, 
indicates the time spent by the joint 
committees of la bur and management 
to develop this splendid class of skilled 
craftsmen/ 1 He stated we now have 
30,827 apprentices in training in Cal- 
ifornia, anti mentioned the fact that 
the entire nation has finally realized 
the great need for the improvement 
of industry in all of its ramifications, 
by the induction of new blood into 
industry through labor unions by way 
of apprenticeship training. 

Forty-five hundred apprentices in 
41 different crafts are now enrolled 
in the apprenticeship training pro- 
grams of 51 Joint Apprenticeship 
Committees in Alameda and Contra 


Costa Counties, constituting nearly 
one-sixth of the total number of 30,000 
apprentices acquiring skills in more 
than 190 different trudes and occupa- 
tions throughout the state. In these 
programs jointly sponsored and su- 
pervised by labor ami management, 
California's total of 30,000 appren- 
tices represents more than 20 per cent 
of the nation’s total of apprentices, 
while the population of the state is 
less than 10 per cent of the nation’s 
total. The closest state in number of 
registered apprentices la in Wiscon- 
sin, with between 14,000 and 15,000 
trainees.

"Consumption of Fuel for Production 
of Electric Energy/’ This is the high- 
est May coal use of record.

Everyone 
should read this book and if you are 
of the type known as the “worry 
wart ff — read it twice* 

A great part of our daily lives is 
made up of worrying a l tout things 
that have happened, that might hap- 
pen, or things that didn’t happen. 
Dale Carnegie advocates, as do many 
eminent psychologists, “living from 
day to day/ 1 Now by this they do not 
advocate being Improvident, but they 
do recommend burying the past — re- 
fusing to cry over spilt milk. What 
is done ha done and can never be un- 
done, No amount of wishing, re- 
gretting, crying, can bring back a 
single second that has ticked hy. All 
right! Then leave the past to the his- 
torians. As for the future- — we never 
know how much of it will lie oura to 
enjoy. All we can really tie sure of is 
today. Make it count. Make every 
day count. Treat every day as a new 


life — a brand new slate to lx? covered. 
I heard someone say once treat every 
day as if it were your lust. This 
thought, far from being the de- 
pressing one it appear a on the sur- 
face. really has a marvelous philoso- 
phy behind it. If today were your last 
day, think of all the things you’d do 
“all the love and kindness you'd 
crowd into it. How you*d enjoy your 
loved ones, how you’d finish up all the 
things that you should have dune long 
ago. Days lived like this would cer- 
tainly add up to a wonderfully pro- 
ductive life. 

A second point in this philosophy- 
of-life discussion is acquiring the very 
gentle and very blessed art of being 
satisfied* Contentment is perhaps 
God's greatest gift to His creatures 
and those who possess it arc thrice 
blessed. How 'many, many people spoil 
their own lives and the lives of those 


around them by their dissatisfaction 
with their lot in life, by complaining 
about the troubles visited upon them 
and continually wishing, wishing, 
wishing, for things they cannot have. 
I know* a talented and attractive 
woman, blessed with good health, a 
kind and devoted husband, a lovely 
little home and a moderate share of 
this world’s goods. She never enjoys 
any of the things she has. Her life 
is a tirade of self-pity and useless 
wishing* She wishes her house were 
larger, she wishes she bad a country 
home, she wishes she were thinner, or 
fatter or that she had n fur Coot, that 
it were hotter or colder or that she 
were somewhere else or somebody else. 




She has a great deal and yet she has 
nothing because she refuses to be con- 
tent with what she has. 

Another friend of mine lias really 
bad a pretty rough time of it Her 
husband died a year or two after their 



marriage leaving her penniless and 
with a baby buy to support. The 
struggle to raise this child was not 
easy, During the depression she lost 
her job and it was no little problem 
to provide the necessities of life for 
herself ami her son. Then came the 
war and the adored son was killed by 
a taxiing plane while training for the 
Air Force. A lifetime of hardship for 
this womanl She is now alone* hav- 
ing no relatives in this country and 
yet white terribly saddened by the 
loss of her son, she is far from deso- 
late. She works hard, has received a 
number of promotions in her work, 
attends an adult education class eve- 
nings and spends many hours doing 
charitable church work. She is not 
unhappy, never complains and lives a 
useful, cheerful life. 

Some people make a failure of their 
whole life because they can’t he what 
they want to he. One bright twy who 
wanted to lie a doctor and was denied 
the necessary education because hi* 
parents could not afford to give it to 
him, threw his life away in idleness 
and drink. Another equally bright 
young man, also denied a medical edu- 
cation because of financial straits, 
Bought employment at an early age* 
worked hard, studied at night. He is 
now superintendent of a lug hospital 
- — makes a great deal of money and

The Railroads Discussed 

L U. 211* CHICAGO* ILL.— Air negotia- 
tions falter between private industry and 
labor nml the critics inevitably May labor 
for the so-called trilling obstacles that 
prevent peaceful settlement of (heir re- 
spect Eve disputes, more dismay in added 
to the already boiling atmosphere by the 
mhneat.es of Govern inept ownership. 
Daintily the torch hearer is one who has 
lift'd years of expcr.te.mw as a lender of 
labor and in my opinion should have long 
ago discarded such rail te-l trained theories 
ns Government ownership of I he csseu- 
rial railway system that rovers every 
nook and corner of our nation. 

The right to control must always re- 
main with the sovereign, that h the 
State — the Government.

U is 
private jirojteriy iledicnted to a public 
Servian First in war it mi first in peace, a 
system which* when unable to function* 
disrupts the whole economy affecting the 
health and welfare of mir citizens. J nut 
opposed to piddle operation of railways 
for the very simple reason that in the 


tmtu re OI things it is nut possible fur 
govern incuts to administer them as ctli- 
eieutly us they are administered now by 
private agencies. even though the service 
net milly rendered to the piniple in below 
the stahilard of efficiency to which they 
are entitled. At present I can point out 
that there Is not on record a single in- 
w f auee where a public utility administered 
by government has resulted In as good 
service as where it lias been administered 
by private agencies* All improvements in 
travel* in t ru »!-(«) rtnt ion, in the trn ad- 
mission of intelligence have been de- 
veloped by private agencies authorized to 
opt- rate public franchises by some govern- 
ment. When has any important device, 
discovery or Invent ion been added to our 
postal system by the administrator 1 /' 

If i he control of tniimportnf ion were 
h nr iWn d now from private operation lo 
public officers* the effect would be to im- 
pair ils el fie leu ey and at the same rime 
increase the cost of It, |f this were un- 
derstood by (la* people* proposals for 
public operation of railways would he 
robbed of all popularity. These proposals 
are always accompli tiled by at promise or 
suggestion, n hint that there never would 
he a crisis in the relatione between em- 
ployes and Dude 8a m If he were to be 
the owner.

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\ incent Schaefer, “Snowflake Scientisl,*" 
Honored for Ilis Unusual Achievements 


Way of Claiming 
Refunds Described 


A self-educated scientist, whose 
formal education ended after two 
yearn of high school* was awarded the 
honorary degree of doctor of science 
by NoIm- Oatite University at its 103rd 
commenc ement exercises in June* 

The scientist v, Vincent J, Schaefer* 
who discovered a method for produc- 
ing snow and rain from supercooled 
clouds by seeding them with pellets of 
dry ice. 

Schaefer gained widespread atten- 
tion and received the name “snow- 
maker 1 * in November, 11 *4(5, when he 
used his newly developed method to 
transform a four-milc-Umg cloud over 
Massachusetts into snow.

Since that time, many similar experi- 
ments have 1 1 ecn conducted through- 
out the world, foremost among which 
are those being performed by “Project 
Cirrus/' joint weather research pro- 
gram of the U* S. Army Signal Carps, 
the Office of Naval Research, and the 
Air Force, 

Although forced to end his formal 
education and go to work after com- 
pleting only two years of high school, 
Schaefer via the “hard way“ has ac- 
quired a technical education more ex- 
tensive than that of many college 
graduates. 

Operated Prill Press 

Fired by an ambition to be a scien- 
tist, he has continued a program of 
self-study which has made his scien- 
tific Successes possible, A home li- 
brary of more than 1 ,000 hooks attests 
to this informal education. 

The “snowmaking scientist 1 ' en- 
tered the General Electric Company 
in 11*22 as a drill press operator, 
shortly thereafter enrolled in the com- 
pany's apprentice training course, and 


finally got his 6*>l job in the Kt .search 
Laboratory — as a machinist, however, 

not a scientist. 

His real “break" came in 11131* when 
Ur, Irving Langmuir, associate di- 
rector of the laboratory and Nobel 
Prise winner, needed an assistant for 
an experimentation program on lubri- 
cation* Schaefer got the job and thus 
1 argon his career in science, 

Work With Langmuir 

Under Dr* Langmuir's guidance and 
after a long program of work-by-day 
and fctudyby-mght, Schaefer became 
a research chemist in the laboratory. 
In 1938, his formal transition from 
craftsman to scientist was made offi- 
cial, when he was awarded n member- 
ship in the American Chemical So- 
ciety, 

Since then, his research has brought 
startling results. With Ur. Langmuir, 
he developed smoke generators to 
screen troop operations, gas-mask 
filters, and submarine detectors— all 
used by the armed forces in World 
War IL 

Always curious about the subject of 
weather, he earned the nickname 
“snowflake scientist/* when he con- 
ceived bis plastic replica method for 
capturing and preserving snow crys- 
tals for Rtudy under a microscope* 
Under this method, snow crystals are 
permanently encased in n hard plastic 
shell without affecting their shape or 
form. 

Special research conducted for the 
Air Force during the war took him 
atop New Hampshire's ML Washing- 
ton, where the world’s most rigorous 
weather prevails. In studios there, 
he developed a variety of instruments, 
which some day may open the door to 
more scientific weather prediction. 
One such device is a cloud meter, 
which automatically measures the 
amount of water in a cloud. 

Laboratory Snow 

Also on ML Washington, he worked 
on problems concerned with the static 
produced in radio sets on airplanes 
that are flying through snowstorm*. 

It was on a hot day in July, 1940, 
when he first artificially produced 
snow in a home freezer in his labora- 
tory. With Ur. Langmuir, he deter- 
mined that dry-ice particles, dropping 
through a supercooled or I ad ow- freez- 
ing liquid cloud, chill portions of the 
cloud sufficiently enough for ice 
nuclei to form spontaneously. Cloud 
water droplets immediately crystallize 
upon the nuclei and grow Into snow 
crystals* 

The following autumn on November 
13, 194 fi t he was able to perform his 
first test out -of -doors and became the 
first man to transform a cloud to 
snow. 


Herbert Rivers, secretary-treasurer 
of the Building and Construction 
Trades Department of the A. F. of L„ 
has sent us the following statement 
which concerns some of our members. 
We are quoting it here for your infor- 
mation: 

“The matter of refunds to employes 
who have paid more than the maxi- 
mum of $30 per year required in tax 
contributions for old age and surviv- 
ors' insurance under the Social Secu- 
rity Act has been particularly bother- 
some to members of the building and 
construction trades unions for the last 
several years. As you know, the em- 
ployer takes out 1 per cent of the pay 
in each pay period. When a worker 
is employed by several employers dur- 
ing the course of a year, ns naturally 
often occurs in the case of the building 
and construction trades, the latter em- 
ployers have no way of knowing 
whether the earlier employers* deduc- 
tions have totaled more than $30, con- 
sequently they keep on making the 
deduction. As a result, it is very fre- 
quently the case that workers have to 
file a separate claim for refund of the 
amounts in excess of $30 annually. 

“Previously, the method for claim- 
ing these refunds was very cumber- 
some, as the Treasury Department re- 
quired affidavits from each employer. 
The American Federation of Labor 
has been working on this matter for 
about three years and finally have a 
somewhat simplified arrangement. It 
is not yet the way we would like to 
have it, and we believe the Treasury 
Department could very well take the 
records of the Social Security Admin- 
istration anil make an automatic re- 
fund whenever the amount paid in 
exceeded $30 per year. The Social 
Security Administration assures us 
that their records, which are all kept 
on IBM cards, would make the pro- 
posal entirely* feasible. However, the 
new procedure is far superior to that 
previously in effect.

“Adoption of a streamlined process 
for recovering excess social -security 
taxes has long been advocated by per- 
sons who worked for more than 
one employer during the course of 
a calendar year and whose total 
wages exceeded $3,000, Originally the 
worker had to back up his claim for 
the tax refund with a sworn statement 
from each employer declaring (1) 
that the tax had been withheld from 
the wages, and (2) that the tax had 
been paid to a Collector of Internal 
Revenue* And it was up to the claim- 
ant to get these statements from his 
employers. 

“The 70th Congress amended the 

Interpul Rmnny Code, rdnldv? t<? !<& 

cial-security taxes ami abolished the 
requirement for the affidavits, begin- 
ning with claims filed for refund of 
excess taxes on wages earned in 1047, 
In support of claims for excess social- 
security taxes paid in the year 1947, 
you need only fill in two Internal Rev- 
enue forms (84 'A and SB 9A> which 
can be had from the office of any Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, 

“All claims for refund must be filed 
within two years after the calendar 
year in which the wages were paid. 
That means that, during 19 18, you can 


still claim refund of excess social- 
security taxes which are deducted* by 
more than one employer, in excess of 
a total of $3,990 during the year 1940, 
too, 

“But note this. The new stream- 
lined process of claims filing starts 
with respect to wages earned m 1917, 
Claims for refund of excess taxes on 
wages earned in 1946 still reipjire the 
employers 1 affidavits. 

“Do not confuse this explanation 
with anything concerning income-tax 
refunds; that's an entirely different 
matter. For further information, ask 
the nearest Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue/' 

Statement Stresses 
Hide of Inspector 

The electrical inspector was singled 
out as one of the most important, but 
most unsung, of public guardians in 
a statejn?nfc in New Ytfrk re- 

cently as part of a national movement 
to win for him “at long last the rec- 
ognition and compensation he so richly 
deserves,” 

The movement also is being pressed 
to insure retention of the highest 
standards of Inspection service and 
the most competent personnel in the 
expanding and vital field of electrical 
safety* 

The statement was issued by the 
National Electrical Manufacturers 
Association to municipal authorities 
and organizations. It warned that 


many Inspection bureaus are working 
with skeleton staffs on a salary level 
that “portends a lower caliber of in- 
spectors and a threat to public 
safety,” 

After detailing the varied qualifica- 
tions and services required of in- 
spectors, it appealed for immediate 
action on a program calling for: 

1, Elevation of electrical inspection 
to its “proper position” in the munic- 
ipal organization. 

2, Provision for qualified additions 
to existing staffs* 

3. Assurance of job stability. 

4. Compensation in Rue with the 
responsibilities and importance of 
electrical inspection. 

The statement emphasized the wide 
range of technical knowledge an in- 
spector must have to handle his job of 
safeguarding lives and property 
against the improper application of 
electrical energy. 

It pointed out that he must be a 
Gttfcty and technical expert for thd 
architect* the builder, the contractor 
and the electrician, on all types of 
electrical installations; that he must 
be a consultant, a teacher, a coordi- 
nator, and in many cases a law en- 
forcement officer. His “beat” was de- 
fined as the full sweep of electrical 
and electronic usage. 

Adding to his responsibilities is the 
“phenomenal growth of the electrical 
industry, which has necessitated con- 
tinual study by the inspector to keep 
abreast of a maze of technological 
developments/ 1

Its responsibility begins 
when a co-op '$ first lines arc ener- 
gized and covers such management 
fields as organi nation, budgets, 
operating costs, power sources, per- 
sonnel training, labor relations and 
others.

The other line division is the 
Finance Division, which advises 
borrowers on their accounting prob- 
lems. audits accounts of Iim* rowers, 
and maintains the official loan ac-

Its key personnel are trained ne 
conn tan ts.

disqualified. Prises were offered, the 
principal one amounting to $8,000 for 
four- seated carriages. The best time 
was made by a four-seated and two* 
seated vehicle, both propelled by 
gasoline. They covered the distance 
in 24 hours and 53 minutes, averaging 
about 15 miles per hour. This is con- 
sidered very creditable in view of the 
necessity of climbing long lines of 
hills. These hilts appear to have 
proved too much for the electrical ly- 
propelled carriages, only one of which 
tpit through. The electric carriages 
lost time by being compelled to stop 
to charge the storage batteries while 
the petroleum machines carried suffi- 
cient fuel for a 21-hour run. 

"A similar competition will take 
place in England this fall for a prize 
of 1,000 guineas, offered by the Engi- 
neering Magazine of London. The 
Timen-Ht raid of Chicago has also of- 
fered a series of prizes aggregating 
$5,000 for a run between Chicago and 
Milwaukee next November, It is to 
be hoped that in these latter competi- 
tions electricity will make a better 
showing than it did in the race in 
France*” 

The full-length articles in these old 
Journals inspire interest, too. 

Last month the Journal carried a 
little story about Nikola Tesla that 
called him "a legendary figure in the 
electrical world/* and descrilied some 
of his ivork and a number of his 
Inventions. 

The March 1893 Electrical Worker 
proves that Nikola Tesla was more 
than it legendary figure to members 
of our Brotherhood, for the highlight 
of the Second National Convention of 
the National Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers was a lecture by 
Nikola Tesla, 

Another early issue of the Journal 
carried a story, depressing but pro- 
phetic, telling bow criminals were to 


l>e executed by means of electrocution. 

It will take another full article in 
the Journal to tell about the St, Louis 
World's Fair held in 1893 and the 
marvels of electricity exhibited there 
as they are described in Issues for the 
spring months of 1893. 

Photographs Included 

In addition to these priceless early 
editions Of our magazine, Mr, Hen- 
nessey brought a veritable treasury 
of old photographs— pictures of old 
timers on the job, the early officers of 
the union, early convention photos, 
Lal^or Day parades, etc. Other items 
of interest include dues receipts for as 
far back as 1891, old badges, letters, 
dance programs— all painting for us 
a picture of our union in the “good 
old days.” Some of the badges are 
very large and ornate. One was used 
by roeml>ors of the floor committee at 
the national convention in Chicago in 
1894. It is a foot long and about five 
inches wide, of scarlet satin, fashioned 
like a banner. It is emblazoned in 
gold and in the center are pictures in 
gold depicting wi remen’s pliers shoot- 
ing sparks. 

The program of the Third Annual 
Ball of the N. D. E. W. of L. U. No, 1, 
held Saturday evening, January 20, 
1894, in the Masonic Hall, is particu- 
larly interesting* It is the size of a 
folded sheet of typing paper and has 
been fashioned to hang on the wall 
like a picture. It is made of satin 
gathered on cardboard. In the center 
is a small book of green satin showing 
a woodland scene with sparkling snow 
The book opens and inside is printed 
the names of the members of the dance 
committee and the program at dances, 
among which such interesting names 
as “Saratoga Lnnciers," “Oxford Min- 
uet,” and “ Quadrille-Tucker” appear. 

Early Roster 

Perhaps the most valuable part of 
the St, Louis collection is two priceless 
books tilled with painstaking script. 
One is the original book held by J* T. 
Kelly, the first grand secretary-treas- 
urer of the Brotherhood, This book 
shows the dates on which the early 
local unions were chartered, beginning 
with L. U. No. 1 in St, Louis through 
the chartering of L, U, No* 44. The 
dates run from December 1891 
through Octolier 1892. 

This hook gives the roster of each 
local union, the card number issued 
to each charter member and the age 
of each mem liar at the time of admis- 
sion. At the Hide of each member’s 
name is n apace for remarks and here 
appear such comments as: “Sus- 

pended," or “Died 10/4/92," or 
"Transferred to No. 9," or “Expelled," 

The second Hand -written hook is the 
original expense ledger held by Mr, 
Kelly, showing the list of supplies, per 
capita payments, initiation fees, and 
receipts and expenses for part of the 
year 1894.
